Sir Edward Carson, in introducing the 
Naval Estimates yesterday, made a state- 
ment on the submarine menace which we 
print elsewhere in full. It is a long 
statement, but it deals with a matter of 
vital interest to every soul in these islands, 
and we recommend our readers not to miss 
a word of it. When they have finished it 
they will know, Sir Edward Carson assures 
us, as much about the situation as is 
known to the First Lord of the Admiralty. 
He undertook at the outset of his state- 
ment to deal with the submarine menace 
perfectly frankly, and that promise he 
faithfully discharged. He is neither opti- 
mistic nor pessimistic about it. The 
problem “ is grave; it is serious; it has 
not yet been solved.” That it will be 
solved he is confident; but that the Ger- 
man hopes can only be defeated by the 
united action of the whole nation he is no 
less certain.

Admiralty has developed as fast as pos- 
sible is the arming of merchant ships—a 
measure whose efficacy is sufficiently shown 
by Sir Edward Carson’s statement that of 
armed merchant vessels attacked seventy- 
five per cent. escape, while of unarmed only 
twenty-five percent. escape. The nature 
of the other measures that are being 
adopted is the only aspect of the situation 
upon which Sir Edward Carson is, 
naturally, reticent. He assures us, how- 


measures the seriousness of the situation 
will, by degrees, be greatly mitigated. 
The improvement, however, can only be 
gradual, and in the meantime the menace 
is undoubtedly serious. The number of 
British ships sunk in the first eighteen 
days of February was more than twice the 


| mumber for the same period in January, 


and there was a 
crease in the number of Allied and 
neutral ships destroyed. Over three 
hundred thousand tons of shipping have 
disappeared in less than three weeks 
from the beginning of the- German 
blockade. The figure, of course, must be 
considered in iis proper context. The lost 
tonnage comprises some hundred and 
thirty ships ; but in the same period nearly 
seven thousand ships reached British ports 
and nearly six thousand cleared. Sir 
Edward Carson, we are very glad to note, 
proposes to revive the practice of publish- 
ing daily a list of arrivals and sailings, 
together with the list of sinkings. He will 
add to this’ information the number of 
British ships attacked and the number 
which escaped. That is a wise policy, not 
only because it will enable the public to 
grasp the situation for itself, but also 
because the figures should encourage 
neutrals to resyme the sailings whose sus- 
pension serves the same purpose for the 
enemy as the actual destruction of ships. 
Gr. the other side of the account—the losses 
of submarines—Sir Edward - Carsen can 
furnish no exact information. His reasons 
will commend themselves to the public as 
sound, however eager for this news it may 
be. They are three. In the first place, the 
suppression of details leaves the Germans 
in doubt whether submarines were lost by 
accident or otherwise. In the next place, 
it prevents them from at once despatching

lost. Finally, the Admiralty could not, if 
it would, tell us how many submarines 
are sunk, Sir Edward Carson's thrilling 
little set of examples of the circumstances 
in which they are engaged shows quite 
clearly that the cases where absolute proof 
ot destruction exists are relatively few by 
ccmparison with the cases which must be 
invested with various degrees of doubt. 
Neverthéless, the faci that, since the begin- 
ning of the month, there have been no less 
than forty encounters between our own ships 
and submarines is enormously encou raging. 
We may be sure that a considerable pro- 
portion of those encounters have been suc- 
cessful, We cannot afford, however. to 
take any risks. The campaign against the 
submarines is not merely the Navy's busi- 
ness; if is the nation’s business, Food 
producers and food consumers, under the 
rule of the Food Controller, must alike 
contribute to its success. The Admiralty 
has urged the necessity of restricting im- 
ports upon the Government: and the 
whole nation will be pressed into service 
against the submarine by the drastic re- 
strictions which Mr. Lloyd George will 
announce to-morrow.

Roman Catholic Chaplains. 


We publish to-day the text of a Memorial 
which more than one hundred leading lay- 
men of the Roman Catholic. Church in Ire- 
land have addressed to all the members of 
their Hierarchy, It deals with a subject of 
national importance, and it will find sym- 
pathy among decent Irishmen of all the 
Christian Churches. During the early 
months of the war there was a grave 
shortage of Roman Catholic chaplains at 
the front. This was due, we may believe, 
not to any deliberate action by the War 
Office, but to the rapid and unexpected 
expansion of our Armies. Cardinal Logue 
took up the matter with much zeal, and 
after a time his efforts were rewarded with 
success. That is to say, the War Office 
acknowledged the justice of his complaint, 
and made arrangements for the employ- 
ment of a new and considerable number of 
Roman Catholic chaplains. Since that 
time, however, the supply—which must 
come mainly from Treland, even as a large 
majority of the King’s Roman Catholic 
soldiers come from Ireland—has never 
been adequate to the demand. In Septem- 
ber of last year Cardinal Logue had evi- 
dence that “at least thirty more” chap- 
lains were needed, In the following 
month Monsignor Keatinge, Senior 
Chaplain to the Forces, wrote: “ Every 
other denomination is up to the 
full strength . . ; It is sad that 
the only shortage should be with 
the Catholic chaplains of the Army.” 
The situation is becoming worse instead 
of better; now, on the eve of 
tho great advance, in which many 
Roman Catholic soldiers will need the last 
consolations of their Faith, the shortage 
is more acute than in any former period 
of the war. The authors of the Memorial 
say that the number of Roman Catholic 
chaplains is at present sixty-five under 
establishment, and that at least one 
hundred are required. The shortage exists 
on all our battle fronts~—in France, 
Salonika, and Mesopotamia. These repre- 
sentative laymen point out to their bishops 
that, in spite of the Cardinal’s effective 
work at the War Office, and his 
frequent appeals to Ireland, the younger 
Irish clergy are not offering themselves 
in sufficient numbers as chaplains, We 
may be permitted, without incurring, we 
hope, any suspicion of religious or 
other prejudice, to describe this state of 
things as deplorable. In his Lenten 
Pastoral the Roman Catholic Archbishop 
of Dublin refers to certain “ reproachful 
comments" which have been made about 
the lack of chaplains, and says that the 
priests of his own diocese have done “ more 
than their full share.” The assurance is 
very welcome, but, obviously, it is not true 
of all the dioceses in this predominantly 
Roman Catholic country. Everybody 
knows that Ireland could furnish at least 
one hundred young and active priests for 
the sacred work of ministering to the 
Spiritual needs of our Roman Catholic 
fighting men. Nevertheless, the fact re- 
mains that, for lack of them, Roman 
Catholic soldiers may be dying to-day, 
unhouseled, on the Somme. We hope 
earnestly that the laymen’s Memoria] will 
help the bishops to find immediate re. 
eruits among the younger clergy,

A 
premium on redemption is provided in 
practice by. the issue at £95 of Stock which 
will be redeemed at £100. Moreover, the 
prospects of the money market have 
changed since the scheme was first mooted, 
so that early redemption would be a dis- 
advantage rather than a prize. A few 
years hence we think that the majority of 
War Loan holders will: hope that the 
Exchequer: may not redeem their Stock 
until the latest date stated in the terms of 
the Lean, for the reason that the Stock 
may be a better security than any other 
i2 which the redemption money could be 
re-invested. Unless the prizes are to be 
very high, at excessive cost to the Exche- 
quer, it is doubtful whether a Premium 
bond issue could be made more attractive 
t» anybody than the present Loan. That, 
we think, is largely why Mr. Bonar Law's 
mind is now open on the subject.

184 PRISONERS CAPTURED. 

Yesterday's report from British Headquarters 
indicates considerable liveliness, Our 
troops carried out several successful enter: 
prises, and in all took 184 prisoners.

entered trenches at Armentiéres on a 
front of 650 yards, and penetrated deeply 
into the enemy’s position; and they, 
raided the enemy lines at Ypres on a 
front of 500 yards. : 

On the French front, beyond artillery activity, 
there was no incident to report. 


BRITISH OFFICIAL. 


GENERAL HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE, 
WeEpnespay, 8.42 P.M. 

Successful enterprises were carried out by our 
troops last night at different points along our 
front. On the Somme front we seized a portion 
of the enemy's trenches north-east of Gueude- 
court, and took 21 prisoners. a 

The enemy’s trenches south of Armentiéres 
were entered by us on a front of some 650 
yards. Our troops penetrated deeply into the 
enemys position and inflicted many casualties. 

We captured here 44 prisoners. We also 
raided the enemy's lines south-east of Ypres on 
a front of 500 yards, and reached his support 
line. Many Germans were killed. Several dug- 
outs and mine shafts were destroyed, and great 
damage was done to the enemy’s defences. 
_ On this occasion we captired 114 prisoners, 
including one officer, and brought back four 
machine guns. In all these enterprises our 
casualties were light. 

The total number of prisoners obtained during 
the past twenty-four hours is 184 

Our artillery has been active during the day 
north of the Somme, and at a number of points 
between Armentiéres and Ypres.

Sir Edward Carson, in introducing the Naval 
Estimates in the House of Commons yes- 
terday, said that they conveyed little in- 
formation, except that the Government 
took power to increase the personnel to 
400,000 if necessary.

LORD ROBERT CECIL AND NEW 
ORDER. 


“ The Western Atlantic, North Sea, and 
Mediterrancan are not outiaw waters; 
murder may be c@mmitted on them, but 
the attempt to hold up all sea traffic there 
has not succeeded. It is the task of the 
Western Powers and their Allies to vindicate 
once again the freedom of the seas.” 

This was Lord Robert Cecil's answer to the 
question of “he New York Associated Press cor- 
respondent as to whether he could say anything 
ax to the. effects of the new submarine war- 
fure. He thea enterec into details. 

S far it has had very little effect on the 
entry of supplies into this country, but it has 
interfered to some extent with trade between 
neutral nati ns, or instance, as you know, 
mos’, of the vessels trading from Scandinavia or 
Holland to and from America put into United 
Kingdom ports by agreement in order to avoid 
the troubie and dangers of a visit and search 
on the high seas. Some of these vessels are 
reluctant to continue this practice, foolishly we

The German piracy decree Is not, indeed, 
biuff.

EXAMINATION OF SHIPS. 

Let me “a direct attention to another mat- 
ter. We have examined on the high seas, or 
in harbours, ships coming in there voluntarily 
by arrangement, or being compelled to come 
there, during the past year, 15,158 ships, and 
since the commencement of the war we have 
examined 25,874. In the month of January in 
this year we have examined, in British ports 
aione, 764 ships, and, from the returns which [ 
have up to the present, I am encouraged to 
think that the nambers will not be less in 
February, notwithstanding the blockade. 
(Cheers.) That is the work which constitutes 
the blockade of Germany: But does anybody 
conceive what the extent of that work is? Te! 
them picture to themselves the aise of the 
Atiantio Ocean, and let them see what is re- 
quired to guard that ocean and take care that 
these ships come into our harbours and are 
examined on their way to Seandinavian and 
other ports. Í saw the Admiral the other uay 
of one of our squadrons which helps to carry 
this out. I wish the House could have heara 
his description of his work. He showed me a 
diagram dotted over the whole Atlantic with 
the ships that he met from day to day. If you 
could see the picture it would give you some 
idea of the herculean task which we so lightly 
pass over when we are criticising. I pass from 
that. I only think it right to remind the 
country of it. (Cheers.) 


THE NAVAL DIVISION IN FRANCE. 

But I cannot pasa from this part of my state- 
ment without paying @ passing tribute to the 
bravery and,.the distinction’ won by our Naval 
Division in France. (Cheers.) They have 
covered themeelves with glory, and, may I say 
in passing, that they owe their origin to my 
right hon, friend, Mr. Churchill, (Cheers.) 

THE SUBMARINE MENACE. 

Having said so much, I come now to deal 
with the submarine menace. It is not a recent 
menace. lt bas been for months and months 
a growing menace, staring us in the face. I 
myself spoke in this House, on November 15th, 
about a month before I was given my present 
office, and, although the speech is a very un- 
grammatical one as reported—(laughter)—I de- 
sire to quote a few lines from it, to show that 
when I went to the Admiralty 1 was at least 
alive to the fact that there was a submarine 
menace. 1 made that speech following Mr. 
Runciman, when he introduced his proposals in 
relation to the food control. I said this— 
“There is no use our shutting our eyes to the 

reat difficulties we are going to have in the 
abuse for transport. ,1t is all very well to 
hide away in the cornbrs of newspapers the 
submarine menace. It can do ua no good 
shutting our eyes to the fact, and we really 
are not telling the Germans anything they 
do not know. They know perfectly well, 
and no emall print in the corner of a newe- 
»aper will make any difference." 

I intend to act on the principles I laid down 
there. 1 asmumed my present office with a full 
sense of responsibility and anxiety in relation 
4» this question, and I can assure the House 
that 1 have never, from the day I went to the 
Admiralty up to the present moment, ceased to 
work in reference to the submarine mensce. 
People ask me about it—* Are you optimistic or 
are you peasimistic?’* I am neither the one nor 
the other. i 

NO SINGLE MAGIC REMEDY, 

My duty is to tell the House and the 
country the whole extent of the menace, it 
is grave. It is serious. it has not yet been 
solved. | can honestly say we have never 
for a moment ceased to work at it in the 
Admiralty, but no single magic remedy 
exists, or probably will exist. But | am 
confident that in the development of 
measures which have been, or are being, 

* devised, its seriousness will, by degrees, be 

greatly mitigated. (Cheers.)

STATEMENT. 


In the House. of Lords yesterday, 

Vicount CHAPLIN called attention to the 
need of increasing the production of food in 
the United Kingdom, and claimed that our 
ultimate success in this war depended upon the 
security of our food supplies. He deplored the 
failure to carry out the r m 
Royal Commission on Food ‘Supplies of 1905, 
and particularly that provision should be made 


for the free storage of wheat, which would | 


have given this country at the outbreak of 
the war a six months’ supply in store. 
farmer was given fair play he would do every- 
thing he could to meet the needs of the coun- 
try, bug if, owing to the labour famine, the 
necessary labour was not forthcoming the’ 
farmer could not be blamed. He thought a 
grievous mistake was committed when the 
charge of food production was placed in the 
hands of the Food Controller—(hear, hear) 
and he urged that there should be an immediate 
transfer of all the powers vested in the Con- 
troller for the production of food to the hands 
of the Board of Agriculture. He contended 
that the cultivators of the soil should receive 
from the Government such aid and induce- 
ments as might be requisite, and he moved 
that, with the view of insuring an increase of 
food production, and assuring its maintenance, 
@ guaranteed minimum price, varying only with 
the cost of production, shotld be given for all 
cereals and for other arable produce, including 
potatoes, during the continuance of the war. 
The Marquis of LANSDOWNE said he agreed 
with Lord Chaplin's main propositions, but 


could not go que so far as Lord Cheplin in. 


looking forward to a return of the golden age 
when a. population of 24 millions were fed upon 
wheat grown within the limits of these islands. 
He was entirely of the opinion that it was of 
immense importance to this country that we 
should add as largely as possible to the amount 
of food supplies which we produced at home. 
Whenever there was a doubt as to whether any 
man was most wanted by the Army, or by 
agriculture, or munitions, it should be decided 
in favour of the Army. The farmers might, 
perhaps, rub along with diminished staffs, but 
Sir Douglas Haig could not rub along if he 
had not the proper number of divisions, and if 
those divisions were not properly filled. 

The Duke of MARLBOROUGH said, so far as 
he was aware, the Food Controller and the 
President: of the Board of Agriculture were 
satisfied with the mutual arrangement which 
they had come to in regard to the exercise of 
their powers 

On the suggestion of Lord Crewe, the debate 
was adjourned till Wednesday next, in view cf 
the Premier's statement.

FARMERS COMPLAIN OF THE 


DEPARTMENT. 
(FROM OUR REPORTER.) 

A demonstration of ploughing by tractor was 
given yesterday on a acre field within half a 
mile of Naas. Many farmers and others who 
are interested in the food production of the 
country attended, as a matter of education to 
themselves, and to see a novel method of turn- 
ing up the land. The engine here used was 
the “Mogul,” and the plough—a three-share— 
the Cockshutt. It ia the property of Mr. 
Joseph Milne, of Kilgowan, near Kilcullen. Mr. 
Milne is regarded as a lucky man to own such 
a machine at the present time, when farmers 
and landowners are clamonring for implements 
of the kind in order to comply with the Order 
for increased tillage. The season is getting on, 
and the people are becoming impatient. Many 
of them despair of being able to do anything 
like what they intended’ to do in the way of 
tillage. One farmer in North Kildare told our 
representative that he intended to cultivate 60 
acres more than he had put under the plough 
last year, but that he could obtain the services 
of neither horses nor tractors, although he had 
done everything he possibly could to find them. 
Rightly or wrongly, he laid the blame upon the 
Department of Agriculture, which, he says, has 
failed to help him to carry out their own 
Order. 

As to the plonghing demonstration, there were 
various Criticisms Some agriculturists thought 
that the sod was not deep enough. Others 
thought that when the sod was turned it ought 
eo be more upright, and not so flat as it was. 
They seemed to forget that it was all a matter 
of the adjustment of the plough. The impor- 
tant point is that the tractor cam plough three 
acres per day, whereas the ordinary plough 
drawn by a pair of horses can do little more 
than half an acre. At this advanced period 
rapid ploughing is all-important é

The 
First Lord is, of course, perfectly right in 
withholding particulars of enemy submarines 
sunk or taken, for the simple reason he 
adduced, that secrecy disquiete and bewilders 
the enemy. With regard to the . submarine 
danger itself, Sir Edward Carson again said 
all that it is possible to say in the circum- 
stances—-that the matter is serious, but that 
the Navy is doing its utmost; and that there 
is every hope that the submarine campaign 


will be defeated ere its directors can aecom- 


plish their end.

REVISION TO APPLY TO IRELAND. 

Mr. T. W. Russell stated yesterday that the 
recent revision of the scale of prices of 
potatoes, as indicated by the Prime Minister 
in his telegram to the Lord Mayor of Man- 
chester, would apply to Ireland. The Order 
enforcing the new prices hae not, however, 
yet been made. Mr. Russell also mentioned 
that the question of the price of seed potatoes 
was in abeyance. 

The Prime Minister, in his message, men- 
tioned that the following proposals had been 
approved by the War Cabinet :— 
ss The price which the growers will be entitled 

to charge to dealers and merchants for 
potatoes, delivered, after the present 
date up to Sist March will be £9 per ton, 
free on. rail or free on board. After that 
date the corresponding price will be £10. 
The price at which the growers or any. 
other person may sell to the retailer wilt 
be 10 guineas until Jist March, ana 
£11 10s. thereafter, in addition to the cost 
of carriage. The price which the retailer 
may charge will be lid. per Ib. up to Sist 
March, and ljd. per lb. after to the end 
of June.

In the first eighteen days of 
January there were lost sixty-five vessels, with 
a tonnage of 185,555; and in the first eighteen 
days of February eighty-nine vessels, with 
a tonnage of 268,761. ine British losses were — 
in December, twenty-iour ships of over 1,000 | 
tons, with a tonnage of 92,518; in January, 
iwenty-three vessels, with a tonnage of &2,158, 
and in February, forty-seven vessels, witb a 
tonnage of 169,¥27. Now 1 will deal with 
steamers under 1,000 tous im tie samme way. 
The total British, Ailied, and neutral losses in 
December were ten, with a tonnage of 6,292; 
in January, seven, with a tonnage of 4,579; 
and io February igtrieen, with a tonnage of 
6,957. The British josses in this class were :— 
December, none; in January, one, with a ton- 
nage of 4066; and in February, eight, with a 
tonnage of 5 468. In addition to that, there 
were iosses in sailing vessels. Jhe total British, 
Allied, and neutral losses in this class were -— 
Ip December, thirty-nine, with a tonnage of 
10,096; in January, nineteen, with a tonnage of 
10,521; and in February, thirty-one, with a 
tonnage of 28,968. Of those in December there 
were six British, with a tonnage of 2,531; in 
January, two, with a tonnage of 2,193; and in 
February, seven, with a tonuage of 8334, The 
totals of these items 1 have given were -—For 
December, 116 vessels, amounting to 223,122 
ions; Januery, Gi vessels, amounting to 198,235

THE OTHER SIDE. 

Having stated these lowes, let us now turn 
to see what those losses were in comparisoa 
with tie volume of trade. :

NUMBERS IN THE DANGER ZONE.

Sir EDWARD CARSON-—I am not going to 
shrink from that question. I am often asked, 
and my predecessors have often been asked: 
“ Why is it the Admiralty have not trom time 
to time published the number of German eub- 
marines destroyed?"’ It had been pointed 
out to me by many hon. members, and with 
considerable force, that the daily toll of 
Britieh merchant sailing is published to the 
world, but nothing is said about the loss that 
the enemy incurs in his submarine campaign, 
the effect being that all honours appear to 
rest with the enemy, and that apparently 
nothing is being done on our part to cope 
with this menace. I admit that that i® an 
argument of some force, but I am bound to 
remind the House that there are other sides 
to the question. In the first place, I have 
no doubt myself that the policy of silence 

by sticcessive Boards of the Admiralty 
about the losses of enemy submarines is a 
policy that the enemy dislikes most. (Hear, 
hear.) Just see what it is. A submarine 
starts out on its campaign of murder, and 
the enemy knows that it does not return 
hohe. What has happened is a complete 
mystery. You cannot tell whether the sub- 
marine was lost through some defective con- 
struction or design—a very important matter-—- 
(cheers)—or whether the loss was due to one 
or other of the methods which the British 
Admiralty have adopted for ite destruction. 
The second point is—if we immediately 
announced the certain destruction of the 
submarine, the enemy would at once de- 
spatch another submarine, if available, to 
operate against our ships. { would rather 
leave them imagining that they were there. 
(Laughter.) 

As it is, the enemy can not know for some 
time the exact number of the submarines thar 
have been operating at any particular moment, 
But undoubtedly a further, and the strongest, 
argument is this—We, at the Admiralty, do 
not know ourselves whether an enemy -eub- 
marine has or has not for certain, and in 
fact, been destroyed. All we know is that 
from day to day, and week to week, reporta 
come to us of engagements with enemy. sub- 
marines, and it follows, of necessity, that the 
results range from certainty, through the 
probable, down to the possible and improbable. 
lt is absolutely certain when you have taken 
prisoners. After all, a submarine is operating 
mainly under the water. A submarine dives, 
and very often someone thinks it sinks. A 
submarine sometimes dives when it is wounded, 
no doubt never to come up again. We cannor 
tell certainly. I should be sorry to mislead 
the House either by giving only what you

That is a claim to which attaches 
a degree of probability amounting almost to cer- 
tainty. ‘The injuries to the damaged ship cor- 
responded to injuries which would have been 
caused when ramming in the way I have de- 
scribed. The third illustration is this—Two of 
our patrol vessela engaged two enemy  sub- 
marines, and sunk them both. There were 
no casualties on the patrols, and no survivors 
from the submarines. A fuller réport shows 
that one of the submarines was sunk, but leavos 
a degree of uncertainty about the second. My 
fourth illustration will be thie—One of our 
destroyers reported that she had heavily 
rammed an enemy submarine, which was awash. 
There was no doubt that the destrover etrock 
the submarine a severe blow. but it is not POR 
tible to establish that the submarine was sunk. 
This, I think, might be deacribed as a case of 
strong probability. The fifth report I propose 
to quote is of a mbmarine being engaged by 
two of onr patrol veaeels, snbeequently naasisted 
by two destroyers. The result is feported as 
doubtful, alihouch it is certain that ene of the 
deetrovera was slightly damaged in runnine over 
the conning tower of the submarina. In an- 
other case, one of our patrol vessela reported 
striking a submerged object, after encaging a 
enhbmarine An examination led te the hellef 
that the obstacle struck was a enbmarine. but 
it is quite clear that in this case there is a con- 
eiderable deeras of doubt 


WIDE POSSIBILITIES. 

I will give three more instances in which the 
claim ia made to range from possibility to im- 
ég má A patrol vessel reported that she 
iad been in action with a submarine, that the 
fifth shot hit the submarine’s conning tower, 
and it is believed she was sunk. The second case 
wes that in which one of the smaller airships 
sighted a submarine on the surface, dropped a 
bomb, and the submarine dived. Lastly, a sea- 
plane attacked an enemy submarine when in 
the act of diving. The submarine was not seen 
again, and the result is quite unknown. I have 
ay these cases to explain that we do not 

oop them back for purposes of concealment, 
but so as not to publish anythin 
be misleading. 1 have dealt with the submarine 
menace, and I have told you all I know myself. 
Well, you have now got the situstion. I have 
tried neither to under-estimate nor to exag- 
gerate. 

A MATTER OF SLOW DEGRETCS. 
liow are we to deal mith it?

MR. CHURCHILL.

No greater danger 
menaced us to-day than the submarine danger, 
It was curious to look back and see how all 
the dangers that confronted us at the out- 
break of the war had been surmounted, and 
that now, in the fourth campaign of the war, 
we were confronted by new dangers and diffi- 
culties of a quite different, though not leas 
serious, character. They arose, not from any 
of the forty years of pre-war preparation on 
the part of Germany, but from new efforts 
and new devices. 


NO NOTE OF CRITICISM. 

Last year when he spoke on the Navy 
Estimates he thought it his duty to strike a 
note of warning and criticism. This year he 
had no such intention. Everyone was fully 
alive now to the serious position in which we 
stood, and no one more so than the Minister . 
on whom the chief burden of responsibility 
was now thrown.

A DEFENSIVE ATTITUDE. 

We could not disguise from our ourselves the 
fact that submarine warfare, as now practised, 
had rows us very largely back upon a de- 
fensive attitude. It would be madness to 
jeopardisg the decisive advantages we derived 
from our Grand Fleet. But when all had been 
said, the fact remained that the discovery of a 
method of maintaining a naval offensive should 
claim first placs in the thoughts of the Navy 
and the Adm ralty, and that to the solution of 
that problem their concentrated attention 
shoulki be incessantly directed. The bratha of 
the Navy must never be content with any de- 
velopment, however successful, of the defensive, 
but must search, in season and out, for some 
éfiective means and methods of maintaining an 
effective offensive against the epemy. (Hear, 
hear.) 


EFFECT OF UNITED STATES’ ACTION. 
He had no patience with the short-sighted 
folk who could not appreciate the immense im- 
portance which attached to the attitude of the 
United Stetes, or did not see what a supreme 
event in human history the entry of the United 
States into the war would mean. (Hear, hear.) 
Why it would be a deliverance, not merely to 
the Allies, but to all mankind, friend, foe, and 
neutral alike; for it would derange decisively 
that fearful equipose which was the characte- 
ristic of the present situation, and by deranging 
it, it would set a final term to the miseries of 
Furope, and, indeed, of mankind. Was not the 
present situation between Germany and the 
United States a proof that consiieration by us 
for the +) nga of others, even when atrugr!- 
ing ‘or. life, was not, on the whole, to 
go Uunrewarded. If, at the moment our 
blockade reaches its highest point of efficiency 
Mr. Ohurchill concluded, the United States were 
to be drawn into actual war against our ene- 
mies, would not that be an important factgr in 
determining the view which history will ‘take 
of the foreign policy pursued by Bir Edward 
Grey? (Chears.)

MR. FRANCE’S RESOLUTION. 


u Mr. FRANCE moved the following resolu- 
402 :“- 
“That, in the opinion of this House, the pro- 
tection, maintenance, and organisation of 
the mercantile marine are vital to the na- 
tional life and to the sucoéasful prosecution 
of the war; and that there should be more 
frankness and consistency in the statements 

of the Government relating thereto.” 
He said that the speech of the First Lord of the 
Admiralty to some extent met some of the 
points he had intended to raise. The right hon. 
gentioman had emphasised the indispensable part 
played by the mercantile marine in support of 
the Navy. Bir John Jellicoe had said that with. 
out our mereantile marina the Navy, and, in. 
deed, the nation, could not exiat. The First 
Lord had told them that in the first 18 days of 
February 268,000 tons of British Allied, and 
neutral shipping were sunk, and of British ship- 
ping 169,000 tons. Tí that rate was continued he 
oped and believed it would not mean that in 
twelve months three and three-quarter million 
tons of shineine would be sunk. When they 
considered the balance of available tonnage for 
civil needs that was a very serious figure in- 
deed.

A SPARTAN DIET. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH ‘TIMES. 

Sin,—in view of the present searcity of food 
and probable greater scarcity im the hear 
future, it is, of course, for everyone a patriotic 
duty, and also in accordance with the dictates 
of what Butler called “ a reasonable seli-love,”’ 
to endeavour to go one better than the Food 
Controller by liviug below the standard set by 
him, so fat as this can be done without detri- 
ment to health and etrength Many may hesi- 
tate to diminish the amount of their food for 
fear of impairing their efficiency, while others 
may be in perplexity as to where to apply the 
screw. Such hesitation and such er may 
be completely removed by a perusal of ' Food 
Economy in War Time,” by Professors Wood 
and Hopkins (Professors, respectively, of Agri- 
culture and Bio-chemistry), jately published in 
England. : 7 

The Professors, after stating the amount of 
protein (the botly-building element of food) and 
the number of calories or units of heat (the 
element supplying energy for work) required 
by a man each day, go on to give tables of the 
number of ounces of protein and the number of 
calories per ib. of each main article of food, 
and also of the cost per lb. of protein and 
od 1,000 calories as supplied by each food. 
‘hey give 40%. per day as the amount of 
protein required, and 2,500, 3,000, 4,500, and 
4,000 and more as the number of calories, ac 
cording ag the eater is leading a sedentary life 
or occupied with light, medium, or heavy 
muscular work. 

The subjoined scheme of living which I have 
pursued for three years, with excellent results 
in health and energy, may be of use to some of 
your readers, since the Professors’ pamphlet en- 
ables me to prove that my estimate of the 
result is not a mere subjective impression, The 
omission of sugar was initiated the day after 
war was declared, the reduction of butter to 
los. a week some time after, and of e gs from 
eight to one per week since reading the 
pamphlet, and of bread to Sibs. lately. Ro in- 
convenience has been experienced. The table 
shows that the average amount of protein per 
day is 5.5502., and the average number of 
calories 4,185.

Prothero is right, and that the breaking up of 
old pasture land that bas not been in tillage for 
generations is “ sheer madness.”"* When 1 com- 
menced farmihg more than forty years ago | 
grow a good deal of wheat, and continued 
growing it until the “ free imported” wheat put 
us off tho market. In those days every practical 
farmer, when he broke a fieid of oid pasture, 
“ fallowed “ the fleid, ao as to let the roots of 
the grass rot away, and put in a crop of wheat 
the iollowing winter; and then we had a good 
crop. But, when sowed on old pasture lea, it 
was always a failure. 

Our Board of Agriculture appear to think 
that any fool can farm, if he only carries out 
the theories of their clerks, who themaelves have 
never farmed; but farmers have been endowed 
with sufficient intelligence to know that a pound 
of experience is worth a ton of theories, espe- 
cially when propounded by inexperienced 
officials, in the district in which I reaide every 
farmer who has horses and machinery will 
break all the land he has hands to manage, but 
the great impediment is scarcity of horses and 
labour. The very few farm hands we had are 
greatly reduced by men going to munition works 
and joining labour battalions, to get the large 
separation ailowanees for their wives and 
efiidren. As I farm more than 2,000 acres of
